Many 
waiters, waitresses, and porters are 
dependent on tips for a major share of 
their income. Ten to fifteen percent 
of the bill is customary for meal tips. 
Tips for bags range from 10 cents to 
25 cents each. Tipping will not be 
necessary in the Department of Labor 
cafeteria. 





Keep your hotel room locked at all 
times. Leave your room key at the 
desk when you leave 
the hotel. Your room- 
mates may want to get 
in while you are out. 
Keep blinds or window 
shades drawn when you 
are in your room and 
do not go into the 
halls or to other 
rooms unless you are 
completely dressed. 



Telephones are for business and con- 
venience so do not use the phone un- 
less necessary. There will be a charge 
for all outside calls. Be considerate 
and limit all calls to 3 minutes. 

Radios in hotel rooms can be annoying 
to your neighbors. Lower the volume 
after 10 p.m. 

and rest are important if you expect 
to participate in the program and get 
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the most out of your 
stay in Washington. 
The program has been 
designed to give you 
time for sufficient 
rest. We hope you 
will go to your room 
after the evening 
programs in time for 
8 hours of sleep.
